then lately destroyed by fire,.which in-

thousand dollars.

Wisconsin does not seem to be up with 


the times in legislating ou the temper- 
ance q-e»hor). Our bister state, Minne 
sota, ip wide awake on the subject, and 
•will submit the question ot prohibition. 
New York is struggling with the high 
license plan, and Pennsylvania will enb- 
mit the prohibitory amendment to tiie 
people. Wisconsin is not trying to make 
the license high, neither is it attempting 
to adopt a prohibitory resolution. There 
is, however, a very good bill before the 
assembly looking toward the local option 
reform, which, if jarried with tho amend- 
ments winch the Hon. James Sutherland 
proposes, will prove a very effective tem- 
perance measure. But the friends Of 
prohibition are not even working for this 
excellent temperance bill, but in jsnite of 
this it is heped that it fill pass. 
"With 


inch a law in force, many republican 
counties in tho state would establish 
local option which would drive saloons 
out of half the counties in Wisconsin- 
This would be a blessing for which the 
people would have an occasion to do 
some pretty loud rejoicing. 


The position of tbo republicans of 


Pennsylvania is to be commended. Put- 
ing the campaign lait fall they pledged 
themselves to a submission of the pro- 
posed prohibitory amendment to th° 
people. This was not a pledge for the 
purpose of catching temperance votes. 
It was pledged in down-right earnest, 
for when the senate resolution to submit 
the .resolution was sent to the house 
for cotioarrenoe, the house promptly con- 
curred by a voie of 130 to GG, republscans 
voting for tho resoiulion ocd the demo- 
crats opposing it. Thus if the people ot 
Pennsylvania get prohibition, or any 
temperance rerorm.it will be through, tho 
grace of the republican party and no' 
through anything the democratic party 
h»3 done or can do. 


It would bo a good thing if tha repub- 


licans of WiecouBin had tho same courage 
on their brethren in Pennsylvania acd 
Indiana. We believe there is a strong 
Bentimsntin the state favorable to a 
submission ot theqaestion. 
The! party 


o&n hardly afford to ignore this important 
issue. It matters nob whether the pro 
poied amendment will be sustained at tho 
polls or not.

Tlio pooplo in many of tho nfHictod 'districts 
uro living in tlio opou air, butifc islikely that 
ttil approhonaion oC further disturbances -will 
uoallayod soon, tho director of tbo Turin ob- 
sorvatorj- having teicsraphedin all directions 
,lio information that tho siesmic instruments 
undor his observation arc absolutely quies- 
cent, indicating that no further fear of a ro- 
cun-onco of earth troniors nood bo cmtor- 
tainod. Tho damage and loss of life is con- 
fined to a bolt extending but a ton- miles in- 
and from soa; tho interior towns having 
suffered but slightly, although tbo shocks 
were porcoptiblo throughout a Tvido area. 


Tbo most startling news comes from the 


Conocso Riviera. Over 1,500 people woro 
killed in that district. At the village ot Ba- 
]'nrdo, situated at tbo top of a hill, a number 
ot tho inhabitants took rofugo in a church 
•when tho shocks were first lolt. A subsequent 
m_ greater shock domolishcd tho church, 
and 000 of tho people 
-who wero in it were 


killed. 


Tbo destruction of property in tho sections 


of Italy visitod by tho earthquakes was im- 
mense and widespread. 


Further dispatches stato that although 


ihorohavu boon no furthorshoclcs at Nice tho 
pitnio hns not yet subsided. Fugitives are 
loeing in every direction. Tho jKoplo are 
afraid to ro-ontor their houses aud hotels,and 
Wednesday evening tho heights back of tho 
city were crowded with rotugoos. Two thou- 
sand English, Amerigrm and Russian visit- 
ors were camped out during the night on tho 
elevated ground. 
Six thousand parsons 


lavo loft the city and started for Paris, The 
son of Albert N. Ilatheway, tho American 
consul at i^ico, was seriously injured. 


There havo bcon no further disturbances 


at Monto Carlo. Tho placo is flllod with 
thousands of refugees from Cannes, Nice 
Mcntonc, nr.d San Homo. It is difllcult to 
Ind sholLor for tho groat numbor of people, 
and "\VodnesdiLy night many of thorn wero 
compelled to camp out. Gamiug has boon 
i'jspendod, a'jd a band played on tbo terrace 
'or tho purpose of restoring confidence to tho 
frightened people. 


Another shock was folt at Aleutouo Thurs- 


day. It was so sovoro that houses ivoro 
shaken. No ono was isijurod. 
Additional 


details concerning tho damage douo by 
Wednesday's shocks show that in somo cases 
villages built on the mountain sides woro 
toppled into 
tlio villoys. Throo railway 


trains havo buon dispatched with lood for the 
sulToror-s. A numbor oC soldiers have also 
boon sent to assist them. 


The disarrangement of tho telegraphic 


service, however, makes it difficult to obtain 
authentic details of tbo calamity. Tho meager 
reports received aro not calculated to allay 
iho prevailing foar. Thero havo been many 
rumblings of tho oarth since 0 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, and tho shocks, which 
navo occurred at irrogular intervals, have 
wrecked a scoro of towns. In some places 
iho Hoors of tho public buildings aro covorod 
with tho dead. 
Thousands of people besiege 


tho churches, wbilo tho open fields aro filled 
with praying mon and wouion. A moro dra- 
matic spoct.iclo than that presented in tbo 
unfortunate district can not woll bo imag- 
ined. Those villages which havo not already 
been shakon down aro deserted. Hugo bon- 
fires aro bln-iing in tlio fields and tho night 
air is burdened with tho chanting and sup 
plications o£ tho people. All i» droad and 
apprehension. 


Graphic stories aro told of TVodnosday 


morning's sboek. Tbo tottering sensation 
caused by tho movement oC tha oarth \vas 
hardly more appalling than tho terrible noise 
that accompanied tho shock. People stood, 
despairing for a momont, and then a tum- 
ultuous rush was mado for the open spaces, 
whero thoy foil upon tboir knoos and prayed 
aloud. Tho vibratory wavo wrenched tho 
most substantial buildings, chimnoj-s toppled 
into tho streets, rents appeared in tho sidos 
of many structures, and tbo water in tbo 
river rose to an unprecedented height, over- 
flowing its banks and driving ft number of 
yachts over tho wharves.

DEMANDED THE CHAIR, 


LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN THE IN- 


DIANA LEGISLATIVE ROW. 


Almof-t H lliot In the Senate Chamber ou 


tho Occasion of Itobcrtson'n Domiim! for 
tho Chair— Ono-.Soimtor Struck Uetwuon 
iho Jiyrs—An Eicltod I'opulnco— The 


UouMO Declares Non-Intercourse. 


I.N'DiANAi'OLl.s, Feb. K>.—Tboro 
were 


Econcs of riot and confusion ab tho capitol 
building Thursday morning, and tho passions 
and prejudioos of the actors woro eicitod to 
tho highest pitch of intensity. Though tho 
fic.-sion has been marked by many exciting 
scones, nothing like that of Thursday had 
ever transpired in tho legislature, and it is 
well for tho fair namo of tho staW that mur- 
der did not grow outof it. At an oarly hour 
crowds of people entered the capitol, expect- 
ing that Robertson would demand his seat 
as lio'Jtonant governor, but tho doors of tho 
sonata woro socuroly locked and guarded by 
an extra forco of doorkcopors and police- 
men. Col, Ilobortsnn 
WQV early upon tho 


scene, but ho was refused admission, though 
ho continued to stand near the door and soon 
forced his way into tho chamber. In tho 
meantime tho £crowd in tho corridors had 
increusod to several hundred, and several 
desperate ofTorts were mado to force tho 
doors and gain admission. A struggle on- • 
sued with tho doorkeepers and police, and 
soveral persons wore struck but not seriously 
hurt. One man had his coat torn into shreds 
and a policeman was roughly handled by 
tho crowd, being taken away from tho door 
and violently thrown to tho hard floor sev- 
eral times. 


While this was going on tho in'corridors a 


fight took place in tho chamber. Senator 
Johnson entered, and turning around saw 
the doorkeeper refuse admission to Senator 
Doiaotte. Johns on began to abuflo the door- 
koopor, collin g him a Democratic slugger 
and scoundrel, and Senator McDonald lofc 
his seat and passed over to tho door. Ho 
then took hold of Johnson's arm and tho lat- 
ter turned suddenly upon him and planted 0, 
blow with his flst squarely 'between McDon- 
ald's eyes, with the romark: "D—n you, I 
havo been wanting to get a lick at you.11 
McDonald did not return tho blow, but to'd 
Johnson ho had bolter go to his seat and 
loam to control hia tamper. Senator Cox 
and Johnson then indulged in a war of 
words, and Johnson placed Ins hand on his 
hip pocket and swore that somebody would 
get hurt if hn was pressed any further. 


As soon as ordor was restored, CoL Kob- 


ur'tson arose and 'advanced toward tho presi- 
dent's dtsk, with l.ho evident intention of 
presiding over tho senate. As his foot rested 
on tho lower step ho was seized by an assist- 
ant doorkoepor and pushed back. Ho made 
a second attempt to ascond to tha stand, but 
tho doorkeeper again interfered, and ho 
turned and began to address the senate. Ho 
•was called to order several times, but re- 
fusod to ceaso speaking, nnd Senator Fowler 
moved that Eobortson bo put out o£ tho 
chamber. This motion was put and carried, 
and tho doorkeopor was ordered to remove 
him. 
Robertson ortercd but littlo resistance, 


and was soon pushed out ot tho door. Sen- 
ator Domotto denounced tho act as an out- 
rage, and Senator Howard aoproachod him 
and said: "If you don't stop that I'll smash 
your .mouth; you are tho cause of this 
trouble," 


Domotto could not bo sileucod in that way 


and tho doorkeeper was called to seat hill!. 
This was accomplished after o struggle, in 
which tba senator was thrown to the lioor. 
As soon as Robertson was put out of tho sen- 
ate ft crowd gathered around hiui and ofTetx-d 
to break open the door and return with him 
to the chamber, but. lie refused to load such a 
venture, and prevented two or three zoaloub 
individuals from breaking tho tnxiisom over 
the door. Ho made an address to tho crowd, 
counseling moderation, and tho excitement 
rapidly abated.

Warner ot Missouri, Grosvonor, 
Barrows, O'Harn, and others declared tho 
voto a mistake and claimed that tho bill did 
simple justice to a largo numbor o£ good 
soldiers. 


Then Bragg opened fire.

plo should thank tho president for this veto. 
Tho boncflciariei of the bill wore not soldiers, 
but bummers, deserters, coffee-coolers, and 
bounty jumpers. Tho bill was an imputa- 
tion on tho true soldiers, and from, that im- 
putation ho would defend thorn.

This 
bill would grant pensions to tho scum—tho 
very drogs of tho oarth—to tho mon who had 
served from. December, ISG-l, to Juno, 1805— 
men who wero paid from S10D to SSOO, with 
the private assurance that they woro physi- 
cally so defective that all thoy had to do was 
to go to tho hospital.

"Thoy would cut ofl your leg that was 
wounded at Saratoga and bury it with the 
honors ot war, and tlio rest o£ your carcass 
thoy would hang on tho gibbet." Tho stato- 
mont of tho gentleman from Wisconsin 
[Bragg] that tho Grand Army has repudiated 
this bill was as untrue in word and essence 
as tho greater portion of all of his diatribe of 
abuse against his own comrades. It was not 
an, uncommon thing for a. skilled huntsman 
to uso decoys.

Not ono of them, 
for political reasons, has had tho courage of 
his conviction and has dared to speak hero as 
ho will vote. 
Why? 


Matson of Indiana closed tho debate. He 


would not attximpt, ho said, to indulge in 
any imaginative flights, or to mako any ora- 
torical display. Ha desired to sooak plainly, 
and ho spoko for himself, for tho commit- 
tee, for the bill, and for no ono else. Ho bo- 
liovod that tho president hod a right to vote 
legislation 
on other than constitutional 


grounds, and ho believed that tho present 
executive had in many instances wisely 
made uso of that right. It had been hie 
pleasure and his duty to stand hero and do- 
fond tha president whou that officer had in- 
terposed his objection to legislation.

But ho was driven and 
impelled to take tho course ho had, bocauso, 
and only because, ho believed It to be Ilia 
duty as a legislator to ask the houso to pass 
this bill over tho voto of the president.

Although I had bocu a member of tho X 
r for many ycoi-s, and kneiv personally and 


oilicially nearly nil tho judges o£ tho state and 
oC tho fodci'al courts, I had never mado Iho 
acquaintance of thnt perambulating tribunal 
presided over by Justice Lynch until I went 
,o rosido for a fow inoaths in a neighboring 
state, whoro rumor has it tlmt Judgo Lj-nch 
mado liis Jebut. 


Tho niMting camo about this vmy. Thoro 


iwcl boon a long and expensive judicial season 
at X; mid Mallory Jock, tho criminal law- 


r, had save<l another victim from the 


sword of justice. Tho name of tho sinner 
who wns snatched from tho Lands of tho 
langmau was Black Bill. Bill vras oxcced- 
ngly handy with hiy pistol, and on this occa- 
sion had shot and kJllcd tho conductor of a 
street car because ho persisted in tryinp; to 
collect tho car faro. As both lawyer and cli- 
ent wore notorious, tbo trial brought tho 
whole population to tho court house to vfit- 
icss tho illegal contest, and, OS usual, tho bar 
camo out victorious. Bill bad mistaken tho 
conductor'.-! ticket punch for a pistol, tho offi- 
cial for a robber, and had shot tho latter in 


-defeniio; besides forcing tbo judgo to

•was smoking an evening cigar, and having 
heard the alarm boll, was searching tho hori- 
zon for the sign of fire, -which nowhere could 
bo seen. Tho moon was out, and but for tho 
"yin; procession of clouds Uiat continually 


turned his head from rlcht to left, vainly 
searching for some sign of succor, 


For myself, I no sooner guessed the object 


—01- rather purpose—of tho judicial train 
than my curiosity overrode and silenced all 
Iqjjal scruples to tbo enterprise, 
Besides, I 


consoled myself with tho thought that as all 
oar great jurists and statesmen had found no 
higher source of authority than tho people, 
and that everything camo from and was for 
tho benefit of tho people, surely nn impromptu 
tribunal of tho pooplo like Judgo Lynch was 
beyond impeachment. 
On wo went, from 


street to street and pike to pike, the crowd 
constantly gaining in size and tho hope of a 
rescue consequently diminishing. 
As the 


eager pooplo outflanked Bill on either sido, ho 
could not help noticing tho difference- be- 
tween tho sullen and scomfal glance of these 
men's eyes, to tbo pleasant, watery eyed, be- 
nevolent looks of bis friends, the late jury;

Old 
friends and now ones, companions and eno- 
mics, stood up and poured out their knowl- 
edge against tho hunted and craven creature, 
nnd unfolded his character as idlor, bummer, 
drunkard, wifo boator, thief aud homicidol It 
was truo there was no Mallory Jock to bully 
and hector thorn in a to colled cross-examina- 
tion;, nor Judgo Wigglowngglo to frow.i 
upon tho stupid and smilo upon tbo impudent 
and bold, and no sympathetic fringe oi peo- 
ple who love to help tho undor dog. 
But 


probably tho ono circumstance which told 
mast strongly against him in tho loader's 
mind was the crouching attitudo and the 
heartrending appeals for mercy.

ing". 


But another man had boon watching tho 


unexpected interruption and saw in it tho 
ono golden opportunity of bis life, and this 
was tho prisoner. Tho man that held him 
had been knocked down by the reckless'rider, 
and tho horso was standing tossing its head 
within two feet of him. Bill saw his chance, 
aud in .a flash mounted tho horse, crouched 
almost flat on tho mnne, and struck boldly out 
for liberty. 


As ho plunged beneath tho branches, mid 


shot past tho trees, a running firo of pistol 
shots followed him, scattering tho bark und 
branches, but missing tho fugitive in the ob- 
scurity, who kicked, tugged, and lashed tho 
frightened horso into wild leaps and plunges.

As I passed the spot where tho victim wns ^ 


lying, tho pitiable pathon of tho silent- figure i 
was increaaod by the woman that bent abovo I 
it, and sobbed "Oh, Bill," and kissed tho " 
knotted fingers thnt had often struck her in 
anger. But human justice has this traitwith 
tho divine, that it makes tho innocent suffer 
for the sins of the guilty. 


Tbis is tho only time I. ever met Judge 


Lynch, and I must admit that tho 'meeting, 
although short, was impressive, and I never 
see ono of thoso judges which political con- 
ventions furnish shuffling and trifling with 
the scales of justice—slipping his fingers down 
upon the beam—but I fancy I see behind him 
the court pageant of that other 'itinerant 
judge—with his ropo and unerring rifle—I j
